4. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. Claim 1 recites the several terms enumerated 
below. These terms are indicated with the corresponding line numbers. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for these terms in the claim and the terms do not 
have a clear and well defined meaning. It is not only vague but also ambiguous. 
Explicit definition of the terms are required. 

On line 5 the term/limitation "the transaction data", 
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On lines 7-8 the term/ limitation "the last (n entity, 

On lines 10-1 1 the term/limitation "the whole", 

On lines 13-14 the term/limitation "the (n-2) ^ cryptogram", 

On lines 16, the term/limitation a (n-l) * key system", 

ON lines 17, the term/limitation "the second entity" 

ON lines 18, the term/ limitation "the last calculated cryptogram" 

5. Claims 2-7 depend from rejected claim 1, and include all the limitations of the 
respective claim, thereby rendering those dependent claims indefinite.
